They all approach'd the Balcony, in as cloſe attention as Orpheus s 
firſt Audience of Cattle, or that of an Italian Opera when ſome. favourite Air 
is juſt awaken'd. This ſudden effect of his Muſick encouraged him mightily, 
and it was obſerv'd he never touch'd his Lyre in ſuch a truly chromatick and 
enharmonick manner as upon that occaſion. The mob laugh d, ſung, jump d, 
danc'd, and us'd many odd geſtures, all which he judg d to be cauſed by his : 
various ſtrains and modulations. Mark (quoth he) in-this, che power of the

high time to apply to the Culture of his Internal faculties. He judg dd it proper 


in the firſt place to inſtruct him in Rheforick. But herein we ſhall not need to 


give the Reader any aceount of his wonderful progreſs, fince it is already known 
to the learned world by his Treatiſe on this ſubject: I mean the admirable 
Diſcourſe Ile Beds, which he wrote at this time but conceal'd from his Fa- 


| 1 knowing his extreme. partiality for the Ancients. It lay by him conceal'd, 


and perhaps forgot among the great multiplicity of other Writings, till about 


the year 1727, he ſent it us to be printed, with many additional examples 


drawn from the excellent live Poets of this preſent age. We proceed therefore 


to Logick and Meraphyſick. 


The wiſe Cornelius was 3 chat theſe being Polemical Arts could no 


more be learned alone, than Fencing or Cudgel- playing. He thought it there- 
fore neceſſary to look out for ſome Youth of pregnant parts, to be a fort of 
humble Companion. to his ſon in thoſe ſtudies, His good fortune directed him 


to one of moſt ſingular endowments, whoſe t name was Conradus Crambe, wo 


by the father's fide was related to the Crouches of Cambridge, and his mother was 
Couſin to Mr. Swan, Gameſter and Punſter of the City of London. So that from 
both parents! he drew a natural diſpoſition to ſport himſelf with Words, which as 
555 they are ſaid to be the counters of wiſe Men, and ready-money c of Fools, Crambe 
had great ſtore of caſh of the latter ſort. Happy Martin in ſuch a Parent, 


and ſuch a Companion! What might not he atchieve in Arts and ſciences.

At the ſame 
time he warn'd Martin, that what he now Jæurn d as a Logician, he muſt forget 
as'# natural Philoſopher ; thattho'he now taught them that accidehrs/inher'd'in 
the! ſubject; chey would find in time there was no ſuch thing; and that colour, 
caſte, ſmell, heat, and-cold; were not in the things but only phantaſms of out brains. 
He was fore d to let them into this ſecret, for Martin could not conceive how 
a habit of dancing inher'd*in a dancing maſter, when he did not dance; nay, 
he would demand the Characteriſticks of Relations: Crambe us'd to help him 
out by telling him, a Cuckold, a loſing gameſter, a man that had not din'd, a 
young heir that was kept ſhort by his father, might be all known by their 
countenance; that, in this laſt caſe, the Paternity and Filiation leave very ſen- 
fille impreflions in the relatum and correlatum. The greateſt difficulty was; 
when they came to the Tenth prædicament: Crambe affirmed, that his Habi. 
ts was more à ſubſtance than he wass oh his eſbaths 1 pe n nen with- 
: deu than he without his cloaths. not 
Martin ſupposd an Univerſal Man to ths like Kaige 70 a Shir or a Bur« 
geſs of 2 Corporation, that repreſented a great many Individuals. His Father 
alk d him, if he could not frame the Idea of an Univerſal Lord Mayor? Mar- 
in told him, that never having ſeen but one Lord Mayor, the Idea of that 
Lord Mayor always return d to his mind; that he had great difficulty to abſtract 
Lord Mayor from his Fur, Gown, and Gold Chain; nay, that the horſe he ſaw 
he Lord Mayor ride upon not a little difturb'd his imagination. On the other 
hand Crambe, to ſhow himſelf of a more penetrating genius, ſwore that he could 
frame a conception of a Lord Mayor not only without his Horſe, Gown, and 
Gold Chain, but even without Stature, Feature, Colour, Hands, Head, Feet, 
or any Body; which he ſuppos d was the abſtract of a Lord Mayor. Cornelius 
told him that he was a lying Raſcal that an Univerſal was not the qr of 
imagination, e that there was no ſuch ng in a or a parte Rei.
